Holds Right to Vote For U. S. Sena­

Indianapolis, Ind., Feb. 1.— Judge 
A. B. Anderson in the United S ta tes 
court fo r the Indiana district today 
overruled the dem urrers of twenty- 
even defendants in the eases c h a r g ­ 
ing conspiracy to defraud the gov­ 
ernment. 
The jurisdiction 
of 
the 
court was attacked. 
As a result o f today's ruling 115 
Terre Haute politicians must sta n d 
trial here. 
Of these 
eighty-tliree 
have pleaded guilty 
and 
five 
not 
guilty. 
M ayor Dorm 
M. 
Roberts, 
Circuit 
Judge 
Fli 
Redman 
and 
Sheriff Dennis Shea are most p ro m ­ 
inent of these. 
AYith them are most 
of the Terre Haute official family. 
The court upheld the theory that 
a conspiracy to violate 
the 
state 
law adopted by the United States 
for the election 
of 
United 
Slates 
senator- is an offense against the 
I nited States. 
The indictment was 
upheld in every particular. 
Follow­ 
ing the ruling the 
twenty-six who 
demurred pleaded 
not 
guilty. The 
eases of 315 defendants was set for 
M arch 8 . 


Judge Anderson 
held 
th at 
the 
right to vote for United S ta tes se n ­ 
ator and for ilie district re presenta­ 
tives in congress i- a right secured 
by the constitution and the laws of 
th© United State-; and that the rights 
to serve on board- of -uch elections 
also N a constitutional right. 
The 
first count of the 
indictment was 
fin-cd on that theory. 
4*he fir-l count charged 
that 
a 
conspiracy existed to prevent quali­ 
fied voters from sitting on election 
hoards and from voting for the con­ 
gressman.

deaths in Rushville last year, twelve 
were due to this 
dreaded 
disease. 
Almost one to six, a very high rate, 
but it well iliutsrates the fatal ch ar­ 
acter of this awful plague.c The work 
of the visiting nurse is invaluable 
to our city and county. 
Her expense 
until this present time has been borne 
exclusively, 
by 
a 
few 
interested 
friends and the sale of Red 
Cross 
seals. 
It requires nearly one thou­ 
sand dollars 
to maintain this line 
of work among u s for one year. The 
only means of securing this fund is 
by popular subscription and free will 
offerings. Considering the great good 
accomplished by this means of com­ 
bating the worst of all diseases and 
also helping the less fortunate, great 
liberality ought to be expressed in

St. Paul's M. E. 


Last uighl at the St. Paul's Meth- 


odist. Episcopal church the 
pulpit 


was filled by the Rev. L. W. Snyder 
of Philadelphia. Mr. Snyder whose 
mission in life is to serve and help 
all the boys he can come in touch 
with, selected for his text, Mat. 25: 
40. 'In as much as ye done it unto 
one of the least of these my breth- 
ren, ye have done it unto me.'' 


During the delivery of the sermon 


,e gave the 
saloon some 
telling 


blows, lie related how he brought 
a saloon' keeper to Christ in Idaho. 
He visited this man in his place of 
bu.-incss at the request of others. 
When the man saw him 
enter 
he 


said: "1 am ashamed of the busi- 
ness 1 am in.'' Mr. Snyder replied: 
"You are better than your business, 
and I advise that you get iuto some 
other business." This man, he said, 
acted on the .suggestion and 
soon 


was engaged in a business 
which 


gave him the respect and confidence 
of the community. He said we were 
not .lighting men individually when- 
we were fighting against the saloon, 
but against a very bad business. 


"Don't go into a saloon or iuto a 


pool room, boys," he 
added. 
"In 


these places," he continued, "boys 
and men not only learn how to loaf 
and to fall into evil ways." He said 
he hoped that liitshvillc would re- 
main as 'dry'; as it is. He thought 
that no greater calamity could hap- 
pen to the city than for the saloous 
to be returned, 
lie was interested 


in the community primarily because 
there were boys in it, and because 
his life work was a mission to boys. 
Since this was true he was against 
the saloon because it was a very bud 
thing for boys. 


He concluded his remarks 
upoi 


this part of the sermon by 
savin;, 


that after the city is voted "dry" 
the law should be enforced. "It's up 
to you men to sec that this is done," 
he said . lie said the church could 
not do this alone. The good citizeifi 
would have to interest themselves in 
it and insist that this lawless busi- 
ness should not defeat them hi their 
purpose to have a "dry" city.
